Advice  is  given  tc  property  owners  and  tenants, 
sprayers  are  loaned,  and  spraying  materials 
provided.  Beds  and  bedding  are  disinfested 
in  the  steam  disinfector  at  the  Ccuncilfs 
Isolation  Hospital, 

During  the  year,  treatment  was  provided  at  the 
First  AidPcst,  Parkgate,  Civil  Defence  per¬ 
sonnel  being  employed  on  this  work.  Treatment 
is  also  available  at  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  Clinic,  in  Barbers’  Avenue,  Rawmarsh. 

A  part-time  rat-catcher  is  employed.  Advice 
and  assistance  are  <iven  tc  occupiers  of  infested 
premises,  and  disinfestation  is  carried  cut  in 
conformity  with  the  methods  advocated  by  the

Throughout  the  year  the  water  supply  of  the  Urban 
District  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

By  agreement  with  the  Rotherham  Corporation,  water 
is  supplied  in  bulk  to  this  district,  from  Sheffield. 

No  plumbo- solvent  action  is  present.  Pre-chlorin¬ 
ation  is  effected  as  required. 

With  the  exception  of  eight  outlying  cottages,  all 
the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public 
water  mains.  Seven  of  thes'e  cottages  are  supplied  by  means  of 
stand-pipes. 

The  average  daily  consumption  (covering  domestic 
requirements  and  waste)  is  approximately  I9.5  gallons  per  head 
of  the  population. 


Care  is  taken  at  all  times  to  ensure  the  wholesomeness 
of  the  water  supplied,  regular  tests  having  been  taken.  The
